MEMORANDUM FOR: Director of Central Intelligence 

Mr. Helms: 


The following is suggested as "scenario" for the 
2 October ceremony for presentation of 25 -year length of service 
certificates. 


a. You enter the right door and go down 
the right aisle rather than the left as in other cases. You move 
to the lectern directly on mounting the stage to open the ceremony 
and make whatever comments or remarks you plan. No others will 
be on stage - General Walters, Bill Colby, Carl Duckett and 

Ed Proctor (or Paul Walsh) will be seated in the front row center. 

You will see that the lectern is set to the side and that there are 
light and camera tripods - these are to optimize the photograph. 

b. Upon completion of your remarks you 
invite the awardees to come forward. Harry Fisher, who will 
be seated near the stage, will come to the lectern with the 
certificates. We ask that you move to your left to the side of the 
lectern. Harry will stand behind your left shoulder, will read 
the name of each awardee and pass the certificate to your left 
hand. Each awardee will be photographed as you hand the award 
and shake hands. 

c. The awardees will be grouped by parent 
Directorates and will be seated as you see them from the stage in 
the left and center sections - for ease of movement to the stage. 

The Clandestine Service will be presented first with Tom Karamessines 
and Bronson Tweedy leading the group. They will be followed by 
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awardees from O/DCI, Support (in which group I will appear). 
Science and Technology and Intelligence. The final presentation 
will be of your own certificate by General Walters. You can 
then close the ceremony. 


d. I suggest that you let Tom Karamessines, 
Bronson Tweedy, Carl Duckett, Ed Proctor, Larry Houston, 

Jack Maury and me precede you, General Walters and Bill Colby 
from the Morning Meeting to the auditorium.
